Sir: 

Applicant respectfully petitions for review of the refusal to accord filing 
date and that the patent application serial number 08/310,141 received by the 
Patent and Trademark Office (PTO) on September 20, 1994 be assigned a filing 
date of September 20, 1994 (the date it was mailed via "Express Mail"). The 
Examiner has stated that page 43 of the specification of the above-referenced 
patent application was missing from the originally filed papers, and for this 
reason, a filing date was not assigned to the above-referenced application 
papers. Subsequently, a Notice of Incomplete Application was sent to 
Applicant, a copy of which is included herein. 

Applicant respectfully submits that page 43 is not necessary for a filing 
date, and that even though it is not necessary for a filing date, Applicant 
respectfully submits that page 43 was included in the application papers that 
were deposited via "Express Mail" on September 20, 1994.

In support of the assertion that page 43 was mailed along with the other 
application papers of patent application serial no. 08/310,141, Applicant has 
submitted herein a copy of the originally filed postcard with the stamp from the 
PTO (Exhibit 1) and copies of declarations of Wilfred E. Sayo (Exhibit 2) and 
Michael J. Mallie (Exhibit 3). 

The postcard indicates that the enclosed application filed on September 
20, 1994 included -103 pages (with a cover). Declarations of Sayo and Mallie 
state that the page total listed on the postcard was checked against the actual 
pages placed in the envelope and Express Mailed to the PTO and that the 
presence of every page, including page 43, was verified immediately prior to 
placing the application papers in the envelope. A copy of the Express Mail 
receipt stamped with the date September 20, 1994 is also included (Exhibit 4). 

Based on the facts that the postcard stated all 103 pages were present, 
and the two declarations stated that page 43 was included in the filed 
application papers, Applicant respectfully submits that the application is entitled 
to a filing date as of the date it was mailed via "Express Mail" and that page 43 
should be included in the application. A copy of page 43 has been included as 
a replacement for the original page 43 that is no longer available. Note that 
because page 43 was originally filed with the application papers, the 
information contained thereon is not new matter.

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and processing ends. Also, if the A-pass flag is not set, then processing ends 
immediately. 

In some embodiments, whether a coefficient at a particular bitplane is 
in the A-group or the B-group can be determined without using a flag bit. 
This saves one bit of memory per coefficient, which may be significant for 
large images. Instead a mask is compared using AND logic to a coefficient. 
If the result of the AND is zero, the bit is in the A-group; otherwise, it is in 
the B-group. An example of these masks are shown in Table 7 for 8 
bitplanes. Note mat these masks are the two's complement of 2< bit P lane+1 > 
(without the sign bit).

Since independent masks can be assigned to the A-pass and B-pass 
respectively (called herein Ma and Mb), as many A-passes as desired can be 
performed before the corresponding B-pass. In one embodiment with 17 
bitplanes, 3 A-passes are performed, then 14 simultaneous A-passes and B- 
passes are performed, and finally 2 B-passes are performed. Since A-pass 
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
